of Spinning Values. 


Further tests oi different varieties 
of cotton, similar to those that 
were made last year, are being con- 
ducted at the textile school in New 
Bedford by the office of markets of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. The objeet of the tests is 
to determine the relative spinning 


values of various cottons so thal 
the growth of the most desirable 
may be encouraged in the South. 
and manufacturers may learn what 
species are best adapted to their 
needs. 

Fred Tavior, formerly of New 


Bedford. and a graduate of the New 
Bedford Textile Sehool, is in charge 


of the exepriments. Mr. Taylor 
conducted the experiments last 


year, and he is planning for exten- 
sive experiments later this spring. 
The results secured by Mr. Taylor 
tm to date will be set forth in a 


government publication, which is to 
be issued within a few weeks, and 
the results: of: the tests to be made 
this spring will be’ given in a tater 
publication. 

Up to the fall of 1912, when the 
Department of Agriculture definite- 
ly undertook to colleet information 
regarding the impurtant problems 
connected with the growine and 
handling of cotton, the United States 
Government thad made only 
motiic investigations into this sub- 
however, by working along well de- 
ject.

An industrious cotton planter 
from North Carolina has been con- 
ducting an experimental farm at 
Balboa, under the name of Balboa 
Experimental Farm, being assisted 
by the Agricultural Department and 
the Isthmian Canal Commission. His 
main experiment has been cotton, 
which has been a phenomenal suc- 
cess. He has produced the longest 
fiber ever grown, according to those 
who claim to know. The Hnt, vr 
fiber, resembles linen fiber with a 
very silky texture. The actual 
length of the fiber, measured in the 
presence of a Morning Journal re- 
porter was 2, 2 1-2 and some 3 inches 
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bales to the acre (at the rate of lhnt 


vileded will be. easily grown on the 
ordinary land of the Isthmus. He 
has only counted 15 bolls to the 
stalk in the above estimate. He 


showed many stalks with 50 to 150 
bolls per stalk. 

On another plot of ground he 
showed us a giant stalk containiftg 
2,000 bolis.

He has had the lint tested for his 
government report and it tested 50 
per cent lint.

Exchange.

Point, Miss., in an article publish- 
ed in the New York CGommercial!l 
gives the following as his opinion of 
the New York Cotton Exchange: 
“The New York Cotton Exchange, 
is in ill repute with every honest, 
square-dealing farmer in the South, 
for the following reasons among 
many others; to wit: 
“First: The rules now 
by the New York exchange, 
erning the trades in futures, per- 
mits the delivery of more than 
twenty-five, punk, leopard-spotted, 
short, staplé junk on each contract 
of one hundred bales traded in. 
These punks and refused cottons

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aré gathered up from every section 
of the cotton belt every season, in 
few bales here, and few bales there, 
where buyers have refused . them, 
and mills rejected them, and are 
shipped to New York, for the specific 
purpose ol delivery on contract, to 
aid a few arch enemies of the South 
in the depression of honest labor, 

“Second: Because no mill or 
spinner’s agent would contract for 
such a junk lot of stuff anywhere 
in the South, with the expectation 
of his mill taking it on an order to 
buy eotton to spin, but would de- 
mand the specific grade seld, and 
would not take another, or many 
others, as is compulsory with him 
who dares to trade in futures on 
the New York junk exchange. 

“Third: Because spinners and 
spinners’ agents want certain grades 
to spin, and cannot use twenty-five 
different punks, leopard-spotted 
junks in their mills where only one 
or ‘two can be used. 

“Fourth: Because the New York 
future junk pile contains the off- 
scourings of creation, figured out to 
a mathematical certainty, to make 
it the most desirable lot of junk 
possible to get together for the pur- 
for which it is used, namely, 
to keep those who would invest in 
cotton from doing so, fearing and 
knowing what was coming to them 
if they dared to interfere with the 
game being played. 

“Fifth: Because no mill or spin- 
ner on earth would take up such a 
lot of punk stuff with intention of 
spinning it, because it could not be 
done, and those who work and ma- 
nipulate for lower prices know this 
and have no fears in their boldness 
and meanness. 

“Sixth: Because the rule of said 
junk exchange permit the seller to 
demand on the spot pay for these 
junks forthwith, and allows the sel- 
ler to take from one week-to three 
months to get it ready for the buyer, 
thereby costing and compelling him 
to pay interest, carrying charges 
and other expenses, just as long as 
possible, in order to further dis- 
courage the buyer in his operations. 
In other words to make the contract 
just as undesirable as it is possible 
to do so ,to keep the buyers out of 
the market. 

“Seventh: Because the laws do 
nothing to remedy the great injury 
to the farmers being done perpetu- 
ally to the growers of cotton, in the 
year, and as manipulated by this 
exchange.

A bill creating the office of state 
factors inspector, whose principal

Washington, D. C.—Reports show- 
ing that of the $900,000,000 worth of 
cotton manufactures entering inter- 
national markets in 1913 only seven 
per cent was bought from the Unit- 
ed States——-the producer of over two 
thirds of the world’s raw cotton— 
caused the department of commerce 
to institute a thorough investigation 
with the aim of “enlarging the for- 
aign trade in this important branch 
of American industry.” 

Secretary Redfield announced that 
agents of the department were in- 
vestigating textile market condit- 
ions in the orient, and at the port 
of New York. 

Official statistics show that while 
India imports annually about $200,- 
000,000 worth of cotton godds, only 
about $1,000,000 is received from the 
United States. China imports about 


$100,000,000 annually and receives 
only $8,000,000 from the United 
States. To the markets of Argen- 
tine, Brazil and Chile, the United 


States sells less than $1,000,000 worth 
of cotton materials anuualtly.

a Cotton Goods Report 


New York.—The primary cotton 
goods markel was steady last week 
on gray goods for printing and con- 
certing purposes. There were some 
large contracts placed for future de- 
livery. For spot and nearby fre- 
quirements, there was a steady cal! 
at prices a traction under what the 
mills are willing to accept. The 
month of February proved more 
satisiactory to jobbers than was 
expected. Spring and 
summer lines have moved well, and 
bhere seems much interest in light 
weight dress goods for spring, with 
the question of delivery figuring 
largely where orders were placed. 

The demand for.crepes continues 
to lead in the wash groods division 
of the market. Printed cloths are 
doing well and in many cases there 
are showing a decided improvement! 
ever last-year. Heavy ratines and 
novelties are quiet at present, and 
i is expected that they will continue 
so until retailers begin to feel the 
normal spring demand for dress 
cottons. There has been an increas- 
ed demand for while goods batels 
and retailers seem more inclined to 
these goods as the spring selling 
season approaches. Certain styles, 
in piece goods are also In demand. 

On account of the delays which 
Che retailers have had to stand for, 
in getting shipments of goods from 
jobbers and manufacturers many 
requests have been brought for 


generally 


prompt shipment for spring mer-. 


echandise now under order. The 
cotton wash dress goods department 
are in receipt of many requests for 
goods which have been ordered, and 
which retailers want for their 
spring openings. 

From buyers now in this market, 
and through the mails, come many 
inquiries for imported lines of nov- 
elty wash fabrics. There are re- 
ports that considerable business has 
been put through on foreign goods 
which sell above 10 cents a yard, 
and it is also reported that finer 
goods at 25 cents and over have 
made considerable headway for 
spring. 


In the Fall River print cloth mar- 
ket last week, inquiry continued 
rather active all week, with manu- 
facturers willing to take business on 
small concessions. Considerable 


business was put through and it is 


estimated that the total sales were 
about 200,000 pieces. This is higher 
than for several weeks back. Spots 
covered only about 90.000 pieces, 
the bulk of the trading was for for- 
ward contracts, with deliveries. ex- 
fending ten weeks from Mareh and 
April. The trading last week was 
scattered over many styles. 

Buyers and printers showed a 
willingness to take considerable 
business last week, providing that 
mills would meet their prices. They 
asked for concessions, and were 
generally able to get them, espec- 
ially where narrow goods were 
wanted. However, manufacturers 
are encouraged that the market for 
narrow goods will stiffen soon, be- 
cause of the volume of trading done 


during the last few weeks. 

Wide goods have been rather 
quiet, though ‘these goods are al- 
ready fairly well sold up. At the 
present time only a few mills in Fall 
River are making 39-inch, 68x72 
eoods and these looms are filling or- 
ders for some time ahead. 

The demand for sateen and twills 
continues good, and they have be- 
come scarce for quick delivery. No 
change has been noted in the con- 
difion of the fine goods market, 
though manifacturers expect an 
improvement soon.
